SUMMARY  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS,  1921. 


Population — The  population  of  Canterbury  at  the  1911 
Census  was  24,626,  including  1,010  soldiers;  excluding  these 
23,616,  12,908  were  females  and  11,718  males;  excess  of 
females  over  males,  1,190.  At  the  1921  Census  it  was  23,738, 
including  407  soldiers  ; excluding  these  23,321,  a decrease  of 
287  over  1911;  12,641  were  females  and  10,690  males;  excess 
of  females  over  males,  1,951;  and  an  excess  of  706  females 
over  the  1911  Census. 

Births — The  total  numb^  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  263  males  and  2M6  females,  total  523.  Inward 
transfers,  3 males  and  5 females.  Outward  transfers  23  males 
and  19  females.  Illegitimate  births  registered,  males  20 ; 
females  4.  Inward  transfers,  males  2 and  females  1.  Outward 
transfers,  3 males  and  1 female.  The  nett  total  number  of 
births  were  243  males  and  246  females  ; total  489. 
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Birth  Rate — The  nett  birth  rate  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion, mid-year  1921,  viz.,  23,680,  is  20  6 per  1,000.  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  22'4  per  1,000.  For  148 
smaller  towns  227  per  1,000  ; save  in  the  war  years,  1915-1919, 
the  birth  rate  22'4  per  total  population  is  the  lowest  recorded 
for  the  whole  country. 

Deaths — '^e  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  same 
period  were  1V3  males  and  178  females;  total  331  Outward 
transfers  52,  30  males  and  22  females.  Inward  transfers  10, 
6 males  and  4 females,  making  the  nett  number  of  deaths  129 
males  and  160  females;  total  289.  There  were  4 deaths  of 
illegitimate  children,  3 males  and  1 female.  Increase  of  births 
over  deaths,  200.  Increase  of  50  deaths  over  last  year,  de- 
crease of  55  on  1919,  decrease  of  89  on  1918,  and  decrease  of 
145  on  1917. 

Death  Rate — The  nett  death  rate  would  be  12*3  per  1,000. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  12*1  per  1,000,  is  the 
lowest  on  record  for  the  country  as  a whole;  148  smaller 
towns  (population  20,000  to  50,000)  11*3  per  1,000.

1 of  5 and  under  15,  9 of  25  and  under  45,  17  of  45  and  under 
65,  and  16  of  65  years  of  age  and  upwards— increase  12.  There 
were  2 inward  transfers  not  registered,  viz.,  1 male  aged  67 
and  1 female  aged  83. 

Oi gallic  Heart  Disease  caused  38  deaths,  3 of  which  were 
outward  transfers,  6 of  25  and  under  45,  14  of  45  and  under 
65,  and  18  of  65  years  of  age  and  upwards.  Increase  5. 

Bronchitis— 25  deaths  Avere  registered  from  this  disease, 
VIZ.,  3 under  1,  2 of  45  and  under  65,  and  20  of  68  years  of 
cige  n.nd  up\vn.rds  SRnie  number  as  last  year. 

Other  Diseases  of  Respiratory  Organs— Five  deaths  were 
registered— 1 under  1,  2 of  25  and  under  45,  and  1 of  45  and 

under  years  of  age-same.  There  was  1 inward  transfer 
registered,  male  age  57. 
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Appendicitis  and  Typhlitis — Three  deaths  were  registered, 
2 of  which  were  outward  transfers,  viz.,  1 of  2 and  under  5, 
1 of  5 and  under  15,  and  1 of  65  years  of  age  and  upwards. 
There  was  1 inward  transfer  not  registered. 

Cirrhosis  of  Liver — Nil — Decrease  1. 

Alcoholism— Nil. — Same. 

Nephritis  and  Bright’s  Disease  — Eight  deaths  were 
registered  (including  3 outward  transfers),  viz.,  1 of  25  and 
under  45,  2 of  45  and  under  65,  and  5 of  65  years  of  age  and 
upwards — increase  1. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms)  caused  15  deaths,  3 under  1,  2 of 
1 and  under  2,  2 of  25  and  under  45,  4 of  45  and  under  65, 
and  4 of  65  years  of  age  and  upwards — Increase  3. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis — 15  deaths  were  registered,  includ- 
ing 3 outward  transfers,  viz.,  3 of  15  and  under  25,  7 of  25  and 
under  45,  4 of  45  and  under  65,  and  one  of  65  years  of  age  and 
upwards — increase  3.  There  was  1 inward  transfer,  a female 
aged  36  years — nett  increase  1. 

Tuberculous  Meningitis  caused  1 death  of  25  and  under  65 
years  of  age— 1 less. 

Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  caused  3 deaths,  2 of  these  out- 
ward transfers,  1 of  1 and  under  2,  1 of  25  and  under  45,  and 
1 45  and  under  65  years  of  age. 

Meningitis  caused  2 deaths,  1 of  15  and  under  25  and 
1 of  45  and  under  6^^  years  of  age — decrease  1. 

Rheumatic  Fever  caused  1 death  of  25  and  under  45  years 
of  age — decrease  1. 

Violent  Deaths,  excluding  Suicide,  caused  12  deaths,  in- 
cluding 6 outward  transfers;  1 of  15  and  under  25,  2 of  25 
and  under  4;&,  6 of  45  and  under  65  and  3 of  65  years  of  age 
and  upwards.  Suicide  caused  1 death  of  25  and  under  45 
years  of  age — an  outward  transfer.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


The  number  of  infants  registered  who  died  were  18  males 
and  9 female  ; total  27.  There  were  4 outward  transfers, 
male  and  females,  and  1 inward  transfer,  making  a nett 
total  of  24,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  infantile  death  rate  of 
46'  per  1,000  births.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate 
is  now  83'  to  1,000  births  registered.  This  rate  has  been 
only  once  lower,  in  1920.  For  148  smaller  towns  84'  per  1,000 
births.

DAY  NURSERY. 


The  average  number  of  babies  attending  the  Day  Nursery 
was  12—4  more  than  the  average  last  year.  It  is  under  able 
management.  The  Matron,  Sister  and  Servant  are  all  ex- 
cellent. The  nursery  is  a great  convenience  to  the  mothers 
who  are  able  to  go  out  to  work  in  consequence  of  it  during  the 
day  or,  where  there  are  many  children,  to  look  better  after  the 
others.  I visit  the  Nursery  weekly,  and  often,  if  necessary, 
examine  the  children  and  advise  as  to  minor  ailments.

Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  P'ever. — The  former  was 
very  prevalent  during  the  year  ; the  latter  not  nearly  so.  There 
was  an  Epidemic  of  Diphtheria  at  a School  Home,  the  cal^^es 
and  carrie«uwere  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  and  the  disease 
eventually  stamped  out.  All  the  cases  were  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated and  with  the  carriers  isolated  in  the  Sanatorium 
and  negative  swabs  taken  before  dismissal.  Antitoxin  treat- 
ment is  carried  out  at  once  on  their  arrival  at  the  Sanatorium, 
if  not  previously.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  in  every  case  of 
Infectious  Disease,  the  work  being  done  by  the  Disinfector 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  All  the 
bedding  in  Scarlet  Fever  cases  is  removed  and  disinfected  ; 
the  room  being  treated  by  Formaldehyde  \"apour  and  the 
walls,  floors,  ceilings,  etc.,  sprayed  with  Formalin  Solution. 
This  disinfection  is  carried  out  in  Consumptive  cases  removed 
to  the  Sanatorium  and  in  those  dying  of  this  disease. 

There  were  77  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  8 carriers  ; 75 
were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  2 of  which  died,  and  2 cases 
treated  at  home. 

Scarlet  P'ever.  — There  were  22  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  18  of  which  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  and  4 
treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — There  was  one  out- 
ward transfer  removed  into  the  district ; the  patient  recovered. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. — There  were  no  cases  of  this 
disease. 

Erysipelas. — Four  cases  notified.  All  treated  at  home  ; 
all  recovered. 

Puerperal  Fever. — There  were  2 cases  notified  ; both 
died — 1 of  15  and  under  25  and  1 of  25  and  under  45  years  of 
age.  Increase  1. 

Other  Accidents  and  Diseases.— Pregnancy  and 
Partruition  caused  1 death  of  25  and  under  45  years  of  age. 
Decrease  4. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.— No  Epidemic. 
There  Avere  3 notifications  of  the  former  disease  — 3 at  the 
Barracks  and  1 in  the  City.  All  stamped  out  with  isolation 
and  disinfection. 

Ophthalmia  Neon.\torum. — Only  1 case  notified. 
Decrease  8. 

Encephalitis  Letkargica.  — Two  cases,  both  in 
females,  were  notified.  Both  died.  The  first  case  was  in  a 
school  girl  and  the  second  a married  woman,  who  during  the 
attack  was  delivered  prematurely  of  a child,  which  survices 
her.  There  was  ncfv connection  between  the  two  cases  and  no 
further  spread  of  the  disease. 
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MIDWIVES'  ACT. 

Under  this  Act,  as  Inspector  of  iMidwives.  I have  visited 
the  homes  of  the  Midwives  and  found  them  sanitary,  clean  and 
tidy.  I examined  the  records  and  equipment  of  their  bags  and 
found 'them  all  in  order.  New  rules  have  been  issued  by  the 
Midwives’  Board  and  I have  presented  a copy  of  them  to  each 
Midwife.  There  were  four  Midwives  practising  in  the  City 
and  at  the  Maternity  Hostel,  two  at  the  Infirmary  and  one  at 
a Private  Nursing  Home.

REGULATIONS.  1919. 

Pneumonia. — There  were  cases  notified  by  Medical 
Practitioners  during  the  year.  All  the  patients  were  treated 
by  their  own  doctor  throughout  the  illness.  There  were  15  deaths 
and  only  ^ notified.  Evidently  many  cases  were  not  notified. 
The  deaths  from  this  disease  appears  to  be  very  high. 

Malaria. — One  case  notified  in.  an  ex-Soldier. 

Dysentery — Trench  Fever. — No  cases  notified. 

Influenza  was  not  epidemic  during  the  year,  although 
there  were  7 deaths  notified  from  the  disease  and  its  complica- 
tions. 

Tuberculosis. — There  were  40  cases  of  Consumption 
notified — 19  males  and  21  females — and  5 cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis — 2 male  and  3 female.  All  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  are  visited  frequently  by  myself,  and  advice 
given  as  regards  disinfection,  sleeping,  etc.,  and  I visit,  watch 
over  and  advise  on  the  after-care  of  all  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  17ispensary  in  Canterbury  is  open  every 
Friday  at  10.30  a.m.  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Pearce,  the  Tuber- 
culosis expert.  We  have  the  use  of  10  beds  at  the  Lenham 
Sanatorium,  viz.  : 5 for  male  and  5 for  female.  These  beds 
have  been  fully  occupied  during  the  year.  Most  of  these 
patients  received  enormous  benefit,  and  in  some  cases  the 
disease  was  arrested. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  90  people  with  Con- 
sumption and  16  with  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  living  m 
Canterbury. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  9 ex -Soldiers  receiving 
combined  treatment  with  training  at  Preston  Plall  and  1 ex- 
boldier  being  treated  at  Benenden  Sanatorium.

Hostel  and  were  charged  for  their  maintenance  at  the 
Sanatorium. 

Ihe  accommodation  was  sufficient;  the  Institution  being 
at  all  times  in  good  order,  under  the  efficient  supervision  of  the 
Matron.

In  the  building  there  is  a Consulting  Room,  Lecture 
Room,  Playing  Room,  Nursery,  Kitchen  and  plenty  of  accom- 
modation for  perambulators. 

The  Centre  is  open  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  from  2 
till  4 p.m.  Tuesdays  being  set  apart  for  Lectures  to  Mothers, 
Thrift  Club  and  Clothing  Stall.  Thursdays  for  consultation 
with  the  Medical  Officer  and  for  weighing  the  babies. 
Expectant  and  Post  Natal  Mothers  are  also  invited  to  attend 
for  consultations.  The  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer 
and  Health  Visitor,  together  with  a number  of  Voluntary 
Helpers. 

The  principal  object  of  the  Centre  is  the  education  of  the 
mothers  and  prospective  mothers  with  regard  to  their  own 
health  and  the  health,  clothing  and  proper  feeding  of  their 
babies  and  young  children  up  to  5 years  of  age.  With  this 
object  in  view  lectures  are  given,  babies  weighed  and  a record 
card  kept  with  their  weights.  All  the  new  cases  are  seen  and 
examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  whether  ill  or  well. 

Ailing  children  and  those  seeking  advice  are  entered  in  a 
book,  weighed  and  examined  every  week  until  their  condition 
is  satisfactory  and  simple  remedies  are  prescribed  when 
necessary. 

In  addition  to  her  work  in  the  Welfare  Centre  the  Health 
Visitor  visits  nearly  every  newborn  child  in  the  town  and  her 
advice  is  welcomed  and  appreciated.  She  also  keeps  in  touch 
with  the  children,  as  far  as  her  time  will  allow,  until  school- 
age.  In  the  case  of  stillbirth,  special  enquiries  are  made  and 
all  infant  deaths  are  investigated  by  myself. 

I would  like  to  thank  most  heartily  all  the  voluntary 
workers  without  whose  aid  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
satisfactorily.  I beg  to  thank  the  Doctors,  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men who  have  so  kindly  given  up  their  time  in  preparing  and 
delivering  their  lectures  which  have  been  full  of  sound  advice 
and  have  been  much  appreciated  by  the  mothers  and  myself.

The  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year,  under 
the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations  was  It?. — Vt 
Of  these,  in  the  case  of  6 houses,  closing  orders  were  made 
after  representations  had  been  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector  that  they  were  in  such  a con- 
dition as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  houses  within  the  City  area,  it 
is  not  deemed  advisable  to  serve  notices  upon  the  occupiers  to 
cease  to  inhabit  these  houses  at  the  present  time. 

The  owner  of  6 cottages  applied  to  the  Council  for 
permission  to  close  the  houses,  after  due  consideration,  the 
application  was  not  granted. 
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The  number  of  houses  demolished  during  the  year  was  24, 
these  were  uninhabited  and  in  a dilapidated  condition. 

One  is  pleased  to  report  the  endeavour  to  redecorate  a 
large  number  of  the  smaller  cottages  during  the  summer 
months,  and  trusts  that  this  work  will  be  continued  so  as  to 
prevent  damp  walls  in  many  cases  from  defective  gutters, 
down-pipes  and  window-sills. 

A number  of  owners  have  endeavoured  to  improve  the 
condition  of  the  premises  by  structural  improvements,  this 
entails  in  some  cases  an  increase  of  rent,  which  is  not  often 
acceptable  by  the  occupiers,  and  requires  a good  deal  of 
adjustment. 

The  most  serious  defects  in  houses  within  the  City  area 
is  defective  drainage,  damp  walls,  want  of  light  and  ventilation, 
paving  to  yard,  food-stores,  and  insufficient  closet  accommo- 
dation. 

The  Council  have  acquired  a site  on  the  North-West 
boundary  of  the  City  for  the  erection  of  houses. 

It  was  originally  proposed  to  erect  68  houses  on  the  site, 
this  has  now  been  amended  to  12  houses,  for  which  tenders 
are  being  invited  at  the  present  time. 

Six  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Plans  for  new  houses  are  submitted  for  approval  of  the 
Council  through  the  Roads  and  Survey  Committee,  the  in- 
spection being  subsequently  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor’s 
Department. 

Five  plans  were  submitted  for  new  houses  and  bungalows 
which  were  erected  in  1921.

SCHOOL  mSPECTION. 


The  School  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  sent  me  the 
following  particulars  on  his  inspection  of  School  Children  : — 

He  has  examined  all  Entrants,  Leavers,  and  all  Children 
between  8 and  9 years  of  age,  and  those  with  defects  brought 
to  his  notice  by  the  Teachers. 

There  were  3,471  children  on  the  School  Books  and  999 
of  these  were  medically  examined;  of  these  242  were  perfectly 
sound  and  the  remaining  754  had  one  or  more  defects. 

Of  the  117  referred  to  as  Malnutrition  22  were  very  poor 
and  95  were  described  as  fair.  The  345  cases  of  defective 
teeth  refers  only  to  those  examined.  The  Dental  Clinic 
at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  with  its  three  Dental 
Surgeons,  was  especially  established  for  the  treatment  of 
School  Children  with  defective  teeth  but  is  still  dormant  for 
want  of  funds. 

St.  George’s  School  was  closed  on  August  2nd  for  Diph- 
theria. The  Infants  of  St.  John’s  Council  School  on  Decem- 
ber 15th  for  Mumps.  The  Boys’  and  Girls’  Council  Schools 
from  December  19th  to  December  23rd  for  Mumps. 

The  School  Clinic  is  opened  daily  for  the  treatment  of 
minor  ailments  and  has  proved  a great  success.

I have  the  pleasure  herewith  in  presenting  to  you  my 
report  and  summary  of  work  done  during  the  year  1921. 

I desire  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  during  the  year,  also  to  the  Officials 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice  in  carrying  out  the 
various  duties  of  a Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  duties  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  increasing  from  year  to  year,  at  the  present  time  they  com- 
prise : — 

Inspection  of  Dwelling  Houses,  Schools,  Theatres,  Public 
Halls;  Slaughter  Houses  and  Food  Depots;  Factories, 
Workshops,  Bakehouses,  Work-places  and  Outworkers’ 
premises ; Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops ; Offensive 
Trades;  Common  Lodging  Houses;  Disinfection  of 
premises  and  bedding  after  cases  of  infectious  disease  ; 
Procuring  of  samples  of  water,  foods,  and  drugs ; Super- 
vision of  repairs  necessary  to  abate  nuisances;  Examination 
of  premises  on  complaint  of  being  vermin  infested. 

34  Statutory  and  236  Preliminary  notices  were  served  to 
abate  Nuisances.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  such  a large  amount 
of  the  work  carried  out,  85  per  cent,  without  the  necessity  of 
serving  Statutory  Notices. 

The  work  of  providing  W.C.  pans  with  adequate  means 
of  flushing  with  fresh  water  supply  has  proceeded  steadily  • 
throughout  the  year.  132  new  waste  water  preventers  being 
provided  and  fixed, 

8 Prosecutions  were  taken  before  the  Justices  during  the 
year,  a conviction  being  obtained  in  each  case.  The  prose- 
cutions were  conducted  by  the  Town  Clerk.

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 


195  inspections  of  Slaughterhouses  and  Food  Depots  were 
made  during  the  year  1921. 

The  inspections  of  Food  Stuffs  has  engaged  a large  part 
of  your  Inspector’s  time,  it  having  been  decided  to  sell  part  of 
the  diseased  meat  for  purpose  other  than  human  food.  The 
meat  is  cut  arid  treated  with  carbolic  Fluid  before  being  sold. 
Nearly  the  whole  of  the  offals  condemned  are  destroyed  in  the 
councils’  destructor. 

It  was  necessary  in  one  case  to  seize  a quantity  of  Salt 
Meat  in  preparation  for  sale,  upon  conviction  the  seller  was 
fined  £5. 
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Number  of  visits  in  which  unsound  or  diseased  meat  was 
dealt  with  115.  Amount  surrendered  and  destroyed  4,818  lbs. 

During  the  Year,  upon  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
the  Council  considered  and  adopted  the  Model  Bye-Laws,  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  Licensing,  Registering  and 
Inspection  of  Slaughterhouses  in  the  City.  These  Bye-Laws 
have  not  been  finally  adopted  owing  to  a letter  received  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the  legality  of  Bye-Laws  referring 
to  Humane  Slaughter  being  allowed. 

The  Departmental  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  on  the  question  of  meat  inspection,  issued  their  report  in 
July,  1921,  and  recommend  among  other  matters  the  following: 

Extracts  from  Report. 

1.  The  occupiers  of  all  private  slaughterhouses  should  be 
required  to  obtain  an  annual  licence  from  the  Local  Authority. 

3.  All  purveyors  of  butchers’  meat  should  be  registered 
with  the  Local  Authority,  who  should  be  authorised  to  make 
regulations — for  the  prevention  of  the  contamination  of  the 
meat. 

6.  We  recommend  the  adoption — of  a system  of  marking 
of  meat  which  has  been  duly  inspected. 

11.  The  number  of  existing  private  slaughterhouses  needs 
to  be  reduced.  Local  Authorities  in  consultation  with  the 
meat  contractors  of  their  area  should  prepare  a scheme  for  the 
concentration  of  slaughtering 

13.  Regulations  should  be  made  requiring  clean  methods 
in  regard  to  transit  of  meat.

In  one  of  these  cases  a supply  from  the  “ Public  Supply” 
has  been  provided,  in  the  other  case  a Notice  to  provide  a 
proper  water  supply  within  three  months  has  been  served,  the 
occupier  undertaking  not  to  use  the  present  water  supply  for 
drinking  purposes  in  the  meantime. 

During  October,  1920,  a sample  of  water  procured  from 
a water  tap  in  the  Central  District  was  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination, the  water  being  reported  as  satisfactory.
